Subject Of League Meeting 


“Democracy (i; net done; Democ- 
racy is doing’ were the keynote 
words of Mrs. Little’s opening talk 
at the League of Women Voters 
meeting Tuesday afternoon, and as 
the program on Vocational Guid- 
ance continued, it became evident 
that Andover had much to be proud 
of in its “doing.” 

The problem of youth and how 
to arm them for adjustment in the 
economic world is a National one 
being aided more and more by the 
work of progressive communities. 
Massachusetts has by Legislation 
nroven its concern in the matter. 
The Andover public schools have 
for years (been evolving a plan of 
youth guidance. Last Spring the 
League and the public educational 
system joined forces and on Tues- 
day the progress of their attempts 
and their proposals for future im- 
provement were presented for pub- 
lic consideration, for without the 
strong shoulder of the public for 
support, the League and _ the 
schools will struggle, not in vain, 
but with difficulty. 

Mrs. C. Edward Buchan com- 
pared young people with new trav- 
elers whose needs, interests, abili- 
ties, circumstances and personali- 
ties determine where they are go- 
ing. Naturally they must have 
transportation and as any inex- 
perienced traveler must seek the 
advice and counsel of people whio 
know, so these young people re- 
quire vocational, educational and 
social guidance to help them on 
their way. 

A person well qualified to pre- 
sent a plan for such advice, Ed- 
ward Landy, principal of the Ab- 
ington high school, was one of the 
speakers of the afternoon. He des- 
cribed it as a technical problem 
presuming a prior interest in the 
subject. “The whole area is so 
large and in so developed a stage,” 
he said, “that anyone bringing a 
sure cure must necessarily be a 
‘quack.’ It is a problem ithat must 
be gone about with patience, with- 
out expectation of creating a Uto- 
pia at once.” 

To illustrate the importance in 
the differences of individuals he 
told about a school superintendent 
‘who was reporting the failures at 
a committee meeting. One of the 
school committeemen, a successful 
glove manufacturer, protested that 
there should be no failures. In 
turning out gloves, there were no 
failures. “Yes,” returned the super- 
itendent, “but you can ehoose your 
kids.” 

Mr. Landy went on to say that 
the best that can be expected un- 
der any system is ‘the maximum 
success and adjustment. If all 
people and all jobs were alike, 
there would be no need for voca- 
‘tional guidance. 

Since 1900 the popularity of sec- 
ondary schools has doubled. A 
large percent of students consider 


hieth jschool the terminal point of 


education. In general only 25% of 
the students go on to colleges or 
other institutions. Consequently 
the need to concentrate on voca- 
tional assistance has increased and 


must become a major function of 
the schools,

His suggested steps were to first 
ascertain the nature and extent of 
the local problem; to organize a 
follow-up plan whereby the stu- 
dent’s work will be continually 
checked in each position and his 
failings and difficulties corrected; 
to pave the way for individual 
school study; to have students 
study occupational adjustments of 
school leaders to learn what in 
school and in their education had 
must effect on their post school 
endeavors; to interview youths and 
employers; to study home condi- 
tions, the community, and past 
school records. Then schools should 
provide personality training, pro- 
vide help in making good first im- 
pressions since jt is often on that 
alone that the hirability of a per- 
son is determined. The student 
should be allowed as far as pos 
sible to assume self-direction com- 
panable to practical experience. 
His weaknesses should be sought 
out and an attempt made to correct 
them, 

Mr. Landy also advised a post 
school adjusitment plan to heln tide 
the pupil over the difficult adjust- 
ment period. 

Kenneth L. Sherman outlined in 


brief the work that the Andover 
schools have been doing along 


these lines and gave references to 
several young people who had re- 
ceived employment through this 
service. Mrs. Emma G. Carter and 
Mr. Manning are conducting a sur- 
vey on Vocational Guidance which 
will be presented at the next meet- 
ing of the Citizens’ committee. This 
committee is composed mostly of 
business men who are sympathetic 
with the guidance plan and who 
presenit the employer's view on the 
problem. Mrs. ‘Carter and Mr. Man- 
ning now have an office in the 
high school which will be used as 
a clearing house for this work. Mr. 
Stevens of the commercial depart- 
ment is also doing a great deal in 
the placement of his students, All 
the teachers are working toward 
increasing the employability of the 
students and toward aiding them in 
their future adjustments. 

Mrs. Buchan described the work 
of the League in cooperation with 
the State department of education 
and with the local schools.

When Is A Private 
Way Public? 

There is something about man 
that makes him fuss around with 
technicalities when he _ really 
knows itthat common sense dictates 
a different course than the one he 
is following. It’s a failing common 
to most of us, and some of us are 
in a position where we should do 
our besit to overcome that failing. 
If the people of a town have elect- 
ed us to public office, we know 
that they have elected us to apply 
law to given situations so that the 
best result will be achieved. It’s 
not a government of law alone; it’s 
not a government of men alone: 
it’s a government of legal statutes 
and practices applied by men and 
sometimes necessarily “bent” by 
men so that the combination of law 
and mind produces the greatest 
good for the greatest number. 

It must have been this failing 
that prompted the local Board of 
Public Works to cease ploughing 
such places as Elm court, Chick- 
ering court, Allen court, Hssex 
place, ete. Maybe technically the 
public does not have to plough 
out a so-called private way, but 
when for years and years the pub- 
lic has been using that private 
way, it acquires a public character 
of its own and certainly, technical- 
ity or no technicality, it should be 
ploughed out. 

And there are more reasons than 
that such a road has acquired a 
public character. There are houses 
on those roads, there are people 
living in those houses—old people, 
young people, subject to all the ills 
of people who live on public ways. 
Their houses may catch on fire. 
“Sorry,” says the B. P. W., “tech- 
nically we don’t have to clean out 
that sitreet.’’ Someone may be- 
come ill, may need the doctor. 
“Sorry, Doc, that you can’t drive 
in there, but technically we don’t 
have ito plough that street.” The 
ambulance may be needed. “Sorry, 
but you’ll just have to walk in 
there with the stretcher and bring 
the patient out; you know techni- 
cally we don’t have to plough that 
street!” 

What’s going to happen? For 
years ithe town fulfilled a moral ob- 
ligation to protect the public safety 
by clearing out those streets, but 
now common sense has_ been 
shoved aside, Of course the town 
will be asked ‘to accept ithe streets. 
and very probably the town will 
accept them. Then we’ll be just 
where we were, only then the tech- 
nical conscience of the B. P. W. 
will no longer be troubled, 


Let’s See The Savings 

Now is ‘the time for all good 
taxpayers to get together. Town 
meeting comes early in March, and 
no taxpayer should go to—or stay 
away from—that meeting without 
having an eye on the situation at 
Washington and in Europe. The 
country is in for a great business 
boom, so they say, and we have 
destructive forces to thank for it. 
We're going tio manufacture guns 
and tanks and planes; we’re going 
to clothe an army—we’re going to 
have a great old time. Boy, such 
business! 

And when it’s all over, what will 
we have? We’ll have some guns, 
some tanks, some airplanes, a lot 
of surplus khaki uniforms, and— 
anything else? Oh, yes—debts 
lots of them, real big ones. 


The sensible towns are not go- 
ing to boost their tax rates now; 
the sensible towns are looking 
ahead to war’s end, when a lot of 
victims of a horribly disjointed 
economic system will be looking for 
work, looking for food, looking for 
relief. The towns that are in debt, 
the towns that have already milked 
their taxpayers dry by that time, 
are going to ibe up against it when 
that day comes. 

Andover’s tax rate CAN go down 
this year. Business is better; wel- 
fare costs should be going down. 
In the past few years we have 
given the Board of Public Works 
a not inconsiderable sum of money 
to spend on new equipment which 
was ‘to have lessened operating 
costs; it is not too much to hope 
that the results of those purchases 
should be shown this year in lower 
budget figures for this department. 
And there shou!d be other savings 
along the line. 


What are you as a taxpayer go- 
ing to do about it? Can you go 
blindly into town meeting and on 
the basis of what you hear there 
decide whether a department is 
asking for too much or too little, 
or whether a certain special re- 
quest should be granted or not? 
Of course you can’t. All these 
things have to ‘be studied ahead of 
time. The local Taxpayers’ associa- 
tion directors are now studying 
the departmental budgets closely, 
each budget having ‘one or more 
men assigned to it. Later the di- 
rectors will hear the special article 
petitioners to get a better view of 
their arguments. That is the type 
of work that somebody has to do 
for the taxpayer. Your part is to 
assist the directors by joining the 
association now, by sending your 
dollar dues to the secretary or leav- 
ing them with the treasurer at the 
Savings bank, then by reading care- 
fully the material which your dues 
payment makes it possible for these 
men to send out and finally by go- 
ing to town meeting and doing 
your best to act fairly on the argu- 
ments as presented. 


Snow-Covered Hydrants 


We were going through a town 
down Boston way this week-end 
when we saw a man digging out 
a hydrant at the side of the road. 
Up here we’ve seen men doing it, 
too, but usually ‘they have jbeen 
private persons or B. P. W. work- 
ers. Not yet in Andover have we 
seen the same type of man as Wwe 
saw in that other town—a fireman. 

Hydrants were too few Monday 
morning. We saw one local piece 
arrive and the driver shout to of 
ficer Davis: “Joe, do you know 
where there’s a hydrant?” The 
one in front of the church was 1 
use, and when the Lawrence piece 
came, it had to go ’way up to Sum- 
mer street to find a hydrant. It 
might be well ito make a careful 
check of hydrant facilities; they're 
handy to have at times. It was only 
the splendid work of Chief Buchan, 
deputy chief Hilton and their men 
that saved the Free Church from 
even worse damage; what they 
could have done with more avail- 
able hydrant facilities can’t be 
known, but every minute counts in 
a fire like that.

Even if we had enough hydrants, 
they would not be very convenient 
if at the time of a fire they had 
to be dug out of a snowpile first. 
Every person whose home is near 
a hydrant should keep it clear. As 
for those hydrants ‘which aren’t 
near homes, it might be well for 
the firemen to do as they do in 
other towns and shovel them out. 
This would seem to be a logical 
bit of fire-fighting work. 


What’s Wrong 
With Our Rents? 


Do you have any friends who 
would like very much ito move to 
Andover but have found that the 
rents are well above their means? 
lif you haven’t, you’re just as much 
of an exception as ‘the landlord 
who doesn’t charge too much for 
his property. 

Rents in general are too high in 
Andover, and apparently ithe only 
reason is) that just ‘because the 
property is in Andover, the land- 
lords feel ithat the tenants should 
pay extra. Certainly, from any 
standpoint of single economics, 
there is no justification for a high 
scale of rentals here. Our tax rate 
ig low, and our rate of assessed 
valuation is low. Both are lower 
than any of the surrounding com- 
munities and yet it costs more here 
for rent than it does in those 
places. 

Of course there are exceptions in 
land-owners, just as in every other 
kind of person. Andover has some 
landlords who fairly charge their 
tenants, and you're very fortunate 
if you happen to rent one of these 
houses. But there are far too many 
landlords who feel that their job is 
to get the most out of their tenants 
and to give as little as possible. 
Ask them ito do a little paintingonce 
in a while, and what do they say? 
“Oh, no, we really can’t paint your 
house itthis year—times are hard, 
you know,” 

It’s not only homes that are high, 
but mercantile and other business 
property—and in these cases, too, 
tenants find their landlords willing 


to collect but not to spend. What 
happens? Overhead is high, and 
either a merchant loses money or 
has to charge more—just to line the 
pocket of a landlord. 

It’s ‘time for some of Andover’s 
landlords who fall in ‘this class to 
begin to treat their tenants fairly. 

Low tax rates should mean low 
rents!

“Death on Ridge Road” sounds 
very much like a subject for a mys- 
tery novel. From tthe picture above 
it can be seen that it would be a 
very effective poster as a caution 
against reckless driving. In reality 
it iseone of a collection of Grant 
Wood’s drawings now on exhibit 
at the Addison Art Gallery, and 
like its subject, is dramatic in its 
appeal. The connoisseur, perhaps, 
is impressed by more artistic quali- 
ties, ‘but the average visitor is 
brought up short before the draw- 
ing, and if it weren't for the digni- 
fied atmosphere of the gallery, he 
would probably whistle. With very 
little imagination, he can see the 
truck just coming over the crest 
of the hill careening on its uncon- 
trolled journey ito an inevitable 
collision, one deserving of black 
headlines and several sub heads, 
with three cars probably involved 
and several people. There is drama 
in the bleak landscape which seems 
to be trembling with the expect- 
ancy of coming tragedy. 

One of the favorite drawings now 
being displayed is the ‘Booster’ 
which portrays the striped poli- 


tician—striped suit, striped tie and 


most likely striped character. He 
has an amiable enough face and 
looks as if he would shake your 
hand and utter suave, if not too 
learned, phrases. You can turn 
your back. It’s only a picture, ‘“Sien- 
timental Yearner”’ and “Practical 
Idealist” are also character studies 
of not too much character. Deeper 
and with more rugged strength is 
“Fertility.” 

Most of the drawings are com- 
parative to photographic studies. 
As the camera loves to catch un- 
usual angles of hands, telling their 
identity as clearly as a full length 
photograph, so Grant Wood has 
used the same technique in his 
drawing, “General Practitioner.” 
What ithe exhibit lacks in awesome 
beauty, it gains in fascination and 
interest, 

Other parts of the regional arts 
exhibit show water colors of New 
Mngland, the Ohio Valley, North and 
South Central states, and the West 
Coast. Many of the examples are 
of landscapes typical of each gec- 
tion of the country. New England 
oil paintings show a seashore, a 
harbor, a rocky banked brook, a 
suoW scene and a grave yard, char-

acterizing the region’s simplicity 
and strength. One of the most im- 
pressive, and certainly not depress- 
ing, scenes is in the Ohio Valley 
group, picturing a cleanly curtained 
Vindow opening on a ‘bare but 
pleasantly cheerful landscape. 
The French Canadian Folk paint- 
ings seem at first crude and un- 
formed with little regard for de 
tail. Yet there is a comfontable 
homeliness in the scenes, a natu- 
ralness that needs no support from 
perfect reproduction. There is a 
woodcutter sledding his heavy load 
through a winter foresit, a farmer 
feeding his domestic birds, and 


countless other scenes clearly 
French-Canadian. 
Since this exhibit provides the 


layman with an opportunity to de- 
cide for himself the force of local 
influences, it is almost unquestion- 
able that there will be some, if 
not many, votes for the regional, 
for who can better paint life on a 
canvas than an artist who has 
lived with and loved his subject?
